It is this kind of inference that made 
many sincere Christinns doubt the 
wisdom of the proposed order, for how- 
ever ghastly ‘may have been the 
crimes of Bolshevism noone can 
pretend that.the Tsarist regime was 
lameless ‘and many believed that in 
the long run the Russian people will 
be the happier and the better for the 
Revolution.
